To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Arnold  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Arnold.  This  Report  deals 
with  the  year  1949  and  the  period  under  review  is  my  first  complete 
year  of  office,  and  also  the  same  corresponding  period  of  the  new 
Medical  Services,  i.e.,  the  first  full  year  of  the  National  Health  Services 
Act,  1946. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  generally  satisfactory  and 
the  work  of  the  Department  has  proceeded  smoothly,  changes  of 
Staff  have  occurred  with  the  usual  interim  period  before  replacements 
could  be  obtained  but  in  spite  of  these  difficulties  your  Staff  has 
carried  on  and  kept  the  Services  going. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  found  information  in  respect 
of  the  health  services  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  and  the  details  therein  are  supplied  by  the  co-operation  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  represents  the  work  carried  out  by 
your  Medical  Officer  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  with  the 
loyal  co-operation  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff. 

These  services,  viz.  : — Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Vaccination 
and  Immunisation  continue  to  function  satisfactorily  as  shown  by 
the  details  given  and  are  a source  of  satisfaction  to  the  County  Health 
Staff  working  in  the  District. 

I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  whole  of  the  Health 
Staff  in  the  District  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  assistance  during 
1949  and  for  their  help  in  enabling  this  Report  to  be  compiled.  I 
desire  to  couple  with  these  remarks  the  great  assistance  and  help 
that  I have  received  from  my  fellow  Officers,  together  with  the  kind 
support  and  encouragement  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council.

(N.B.  The  “148  Smaller  Towns”  refers  to  those  towns  which  had  a 
population  of  25,000  to  50,000  at  the  1931  Census  and  therefore 
comparable  to  the  present  estimated  population  of  the  Arnold  Urban 
District.) 
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The  vital  statistics  for  the  District  are  generally  satisfactory 
and  compare  very  favourably  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole  and  also  for  those  of  the  148  Smaller  Towns.  The  figures 
which  have  increased  are  those  relating  to  Infantile  Mortality  and 
Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  and  these  appear  detrimental  to  the  previous 
good  record  of  the  Health  of  the  District.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  these  figures  are  calculated  per  1,000  Live  Births, 
whereas  the  births  recorded  for  the  District  are  350  live  births  and  an 
increase  of  one  death  over  the  previous  year’s  figure  results  in  a 
considerable  rise  in  the  rate.  This  fact  will  be  demonstrated  in  more 
detail  in  the  discussion  of  the  various  rates. 

Births. 

During  the  year  under  review  350  Live  births  were  recorded, 
an  increase  of  10  over  those  of  1948.  There  is  also  an  increase  in  the 
estimated  population  which  has  resulted  in  very  little  change  in  the 
birth  rate,  viz.:  16.33  in  1948  and  16.68  in  1949.  The  latter  figure 
corresponds  very  closely  to  that  of  the  country  as  a whole.  The 
live  births  exceed  the  deaths  by  111. 

The  still  births  numbered  6 and  were  7 less  than  in  1948.  None 
of  these  still  births  was  illegitimate.  The  still  birth  rate  is  well  below 
that  for  the  country  and  also  for  the  148  Smaller  Towns. 

The  number  of  children  born  to  unmarried  mothers  was  the 
same  as  in  1948,  viz.  : 16  in  1949  as  compared  with  15  live  births 
plus  1 stillbirth  in  1948. 

Deaths. 

The  death  rate  is  considerably  higher  than  last  year,  the  crude 
death  rate  for  1948  being  9.79  as  compared  with  11.39  for  the  year 
under  review.  The  adjusted  death  rate  is  somewhat  higher  than 
that  for  the  country  as  a whole  and  also  that  of  the  148  Smaller 
Towns.  This  figure  compares  closely  with  that  of  the  Larger  Towns. 

An  analysis  of  the  deaths  in  age  groups  reveals  that  a good 
proportion  of  the  deaths  is  in  the  later  stages  of  life,  thus  : —

The  oldest  recorded  death  was  98  years. 

A study  of  the  causes  of  death  reveals  that  the  commonest  one 
is  heart  and  circulatory  lesions,  followed  by  cancer  and  respiratory 
diseases.  Whilst  it  must  be  agreed  that  the  cause  of  death  is  often 
classed  correctly  as  heart  disease  in  the  older  age  groups,  nevertheless 
this  condition  has  been  largely  the  result  of  old  age. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  34.28.  This  figure  is  not  so 
favourable  as  that  recorded  during  the  previous  year  which  was 
29.41.  As  stated  above  this  rate  has  increased  considerably  due  to 
the  fact  that  although  there  is  an  increase  of  only  2 deaths  (12  deaths 
compared  with  10  recorded  in  1948)  in  a population  with  350  live 
births,  the  figure  is  calculated  per  1,000  live  births.  Thus  it  would 
appear  that  this  rate  will  tend  to  become  variable  when  it  reaches 
its  minimum  level,  especially  in  an  area  with  a comparatively  small 
population.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  commonest  cause  of  death  is  due  to 
broncho -pneumonia  and  with  improving  conditions  and  advancing 
knowledge  this  incidence  should  be  reduced.  The  same  remarks 
apply  in  all  the  causes  enumerated  above  with  the  exception  of 
congenital  conditions. 

In  the  case  of  haemorrhagic  disease  of  the  newborn,  the  two 
cases  recorded  occurred  before  routine  blood  grouping  was  being 
carried  out  in  the  Ante-natal  Clinic.  This  innovation  will  be  dealt 
with  later  in  the  report,  but  it  can  be  stated  at  this  stage  that  deaths 
from  this  cause  can  be  minimised  by  adequate  measures  both  before 
and  after  birth.  This  condition,  which  is  fortunately  rare,  is  due  to 
an  abnormal  type  of  blood  occurring  in  the  mother,  and  this  abnor- 
mality is  also  responsible  for  miscarriages,  stillbirths,  etc. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  one  case  of  a maternal 
death  during  1949.  This  death  occurred  in  a Maternity  Hospital 
and  autopsy  revealed  that  death  was  due  to  multiple  pulmonary 
clots,  a cause  of  death  which  could  not  be  foreseen  and  would  not 
be  possible  to  prevent.  The  baby  has  done  remarkably  well  and  is 
being  cared  for  by  her  Aunt.

Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  satisfactory  in  respect 
of  infectious  diseases  except  in  the  cases  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever, 
a large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  these  infections  being  report- 
ed. The  table  below  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases, 
together  with  the  case  rates  per  1,000  population  and  these  are 
compared  with  the  rates  for  the  Country  as  a whole  and  also  the  148 
Smaller  Towns.

The  other  important  notihable  diseases,  viz.,  the  Enteric  Fevers, 
Meningitis,  Erysipelas,  Infantile  Paralysis,  Food  Poisoning,  are  not 
included  in  this  table  as  no  cases  of  these  conditions  were  notified 
during  1949  in  the  Urban  District. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  during  1949,  48  notifications  compared  with  8 in 
1948.  All  cases  were  investigated  but  all  were  sporadic  and  no 
common  source  of  infection  could  be  found.  The  cases  were 
uniformly  spread  over  the  year  and  over  the  District,  none  were 
serious  and  no  serious  complications  arose  from  any  of  them. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  minor  epidemic  reported  in  1948  with  regard  to  whooping 
cough  subsided  and  very  few  cases  were  notified  in  1949,  viz.,  8 cases 
compared  with  126  in  1948. 

Measles. 

This  disease  assumed  minor  epidemic  proportions  during  the  year, 
as  shown  in  the  table  above,  276  notifications  being  received  as 
against  122  during  1948.  This  is  shown  by  the  high  case  rate  compared 
with  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  also  that  for  the  148  Smaller 
Towns.  The  outbreak  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
261  notifications  being  received  during  this  period  out  of  the  total 
of  276. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

One  case  of  suspected  Acute  Poliomyelitis  was  notified  during 
the  year  and  was  transferred  to  the  City  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
diagnosis  was  not  confirmed,  the  case  being  one  of  meningism. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I can  report  that  no  case  of 
Diphtheria  has  been  notified  during  1949.  This  is,  I believe,  the 
first  year  in  which  no  case  has  been  notified  and  is  a landmark  in  the 
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history  of  preventive  medicine  in  the  District.  The  steady  fall  in 
the  case  rate  since  the  Immunisation  Scheme  was  started  is  a striking 
vindication  of  the  success  of  the  service  and  this  latter  fact  has 
materialised  mainly  through  the  energies  of  the  Health  Visitors  in 
the  homes  and  the  Clinics. 

However,  any  slackening  in  the  scheme  would  lead  to  disaster 
and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  raise  the  percentage  of  pre-school 
children  immunised. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  1949 
has  fallen,  being  23  compared  with  33  in  the  previous  year  and  the 
number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  has  also  fallen  slightly. 

The  death  rate  from  this  disease  is  0.49  and  this  compares  favour- 
ably with  the  figures  for  the  country  which  is  0.45,  and  also  that  for 
the  148  Smaller  Towns  with  the  figure  of  0.42.

Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Notts.  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  an  organisation 
under  the  administration  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
carried  out  a survey  in  the  Arnold  Urban  District  early  in  January, 
1949.  The  following  remarks  are  an  extract  from  the  Report  of 
Dr.  W.  Guthrie,  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit  : — 

“The  response  on  the  part  of  the  general  public  was  not  up  to 
expectations  but  nevertheless  one  active  sputum  positive  case 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  discovered  and  eight  other  cases 
requiring  Dispensary  observation  which,  I am  sure  you  will  agree 
justified  our  stay  at  Arnold.  As  usual  the  response  on  the  part 
of  the  smaller  firms  was  much  better  than  in  the  case  of  the  large 
firms.  The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  found  was  also 
what  we  usually  find  in  a survey  of  this  nature.”

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Infectious  Disease  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  question  of  Hospital  accommodation  has  been  a thorny 
one  in  the  past  but  since  the  appointed  day  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  the  difficulties  have  been  considerably  reduced. 
The  hospitalisation  of  cases  is  now  the  problem  of  the  General 
Practitioner  service  and  the  Department  is  in  the  position  of  an 
advisory  one,  i.e.  in  respect  of  whether  the  patient  can  be  isolated 
at  home  or  whether  transference  to  hospital  is  necessary.  With 
the  advent  of  the  Hospital  Regions,  local  boundaries  are  no  longer 
a bar  and  cases  can  be  admitted,  if  essential,  to  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Excellent  co-operation  is  obtained  from  the  City  Isolation 
Hospital  and  the  Department  is  informed  of  all  local  cases  admitted 
with  the  provisional  diagnosis  and  also  later  they  inform  us  of  the 
final  diagnosis  and  discharge  and  of  any  follow-up  treatment  required. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  City  Laboratory  has  now  become  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  being  the  laboratory  for  the  Notts.  Area  under  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Medical  Research  Council. 


The  Laboratory  carries  out  the  following  examinations

The  Laboratory  carries  out  many  other  functions  but  the  above 
are  the  main  ones  the  Department  is  likely  to  require.  The  Service 
is  a most  excellent  one  and  is  free  to  the  Medical  Profession. 


City  Analyst’s  Laboratory. 

Similar  examinations  to  the  above  are  carried  out  in  respect 
of  Milk,  Ice  Cream  and  Water.  The  Laboratory  is  also  able  to  carry 
out  chemical  analysis  of  food.  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
is  an  official  analyst  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Ambulance  Service. 

One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Arnold  Sub-depot  and  is 
available  for  use  in  the  Arnold  Urban  and  surrounding  districts. 
This  vehicle  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Notts.  County  Council 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  number  88771. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 


These  Services  are  supplied  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  your  Medical  Officer  being  in  charge  of  the  Clinics  held  in 
the  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  new  Clinic  at  Arnot  Hill  Park 
was  opened.  The  structure  of  the  building,  the  old  Civil  Defence 
Headquarters,  has  been  very  successfully  converted  into  a most 
satisfactory  Clinic  and  is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  Public  and 
Staff.  The  design  and  successful  conversion  of  the  Clinic  is  a very 
great  credit  to  your  Surveyor  and  his  staff. 


Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

The  same  service  as  in  previous  years  continued  during  the  year. 
The  local  General  Practitioners  continued  to  give  their  services  and 
cases  for  consultant  opinion  were  referred  to  Nottingham  Hospital 
for  Women.

The  attendances  have  fallen  in  these  clinics  and  this  is  probably 
due  to  the  fact  that  where  a Mother  is  to  be  admitted  to  Hospital, 
she  is  advised  by  the  Hospital  to  attend  their  clinics,  both  ante-natal 
and  post-natal.  Again,  where  the  General  Practitioner  is  to 
undertake  the  care  of  the  Mother  at  home,  she  is  encouraged  to  attend 
the  Practitioner’s  surgery.  This  is  a condition  laid  down  by  the 
National  Health  Service  and  is  a condition  governing  the  payment 
of  a Practitioner’s  fees. 


Maternity  Hospital  Accommodation. 

It  would  appear  that  the  question  of  Hospital  accommodation 
is  somewhat  better,  but  many  Mothers  who  would  prefer  to  have 
their  baby  in  Hospital  are  unable  to  obtain  accommodation. 
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Blood  Grouping  of  Ante-Natal  cases. 

An  additional  feature  in  the  examination  of  all  ante-natal  cases 
is  that  all  mothers  are  having  their  blood  grouped  (unless  the  mother 
objects).  The  reason  for  this  practice  is  that  (a)  a mother  may 
require  a blood  transfusion  at  some  future  date  and  ( b ) certain 
persons  have  blood  possessing  abnormal  features.  The  latter  cases 
are  very  important  as  (1)  it  is  essential  that  if  they  require  a blood 
transfusion  in  the  future  the  presence  of  this  abnormality  must  be 
known,  and  (2)  under  certain  circumstances  the  baby  may  suffer 
from  one  of  the  blood  diseases  of  the  newborn  which  might  result  in 
the  death  of  the  baby.  If  the  presence  of  the  abnormality  in  the 
mother’s  blood  is  known,  measures  can  be  taken  to  safeguard  the 
life  of  the  mother  and  the  newborn  baby. 

The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  Laboratory  at  Sheffield 
carry  out  the  actual  laboratory  work  and  provide  all  materials  for 
the  investigation.  This  work,  which  is  largely  in  its  infancy,  is  being 
carried  out  by  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  and  it  is  their 
aim  to  have  the  blood  of  all  ante-natal  cases  grouped  from  both  a 
research  and  statistical  point  of  view. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

As  stated  elsewhere  in  this  report,  one  case  of  maternal  mortality 
occurred  during  the  year,  the  cause  of  death  being  beyond  the  control 
of  preventive  medicine. 

Gare  of  the  Unmarried  Mother. 

Cases  under  this  heading  have  been  dealt  with  during  1949  and 
excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the  Health  Staff,  the  County 
Almoner  Service  and  the  Southwell  Diocesan  Board  of  Moral  Welfare. 

Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  care  of  the  pre-school  child  has  functioned  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  under  review  and  the  transfer  of  the  clinic  from  the 
Council  Offices  to  the  new  building  in  Arnot  Hill  Park  was  carried 
out  without  hitch  or  interruption  of  the  Service.  Cases  for  Consultant 
opinion  are  referred  to  the  Nottingham  Children’s  Hospital,  the 
Nottingham  and  District  Orthopoedic  Clinic,  and  the  Nottingham  & 
North  Midland  Eye  Infirmary.  The  first  two  bodies  now  run  an 
excellent  system  of  appointments  which  is  much  appreciated.

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Supply  of  Welfare  Foods  and  Vitamins. 

Welfare  foods  are  supplied  at  all  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and 
also  vitamins  are  available  and  distributed  for  the  Ministry  of  Food 
at  these  Clinics.  The  supply  of  vitamins  is  very  encouraging  and  the 
Ministry  of  Food  reports  show  that  the  District  is  usually  high  for 
the  supply  of  orange  juice  and  cod  liver  oil  and  also  for  the  supply 
of  vitamin  capsules.

The  success  of  the  scheme  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  no  case  of 
Diphtheria  was  reported  during  1949,  but  this  state  can  only  be 
guaranteed  whilst  the  scheme  is  maintained  at  its  present  high  level. 


Daily  Guardians. 

The  scheme  for  Daily  Guardians  is  available  and  administered 
by  the  Notts.  County  Council  for  the  Arnold  Urban  District. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  are  responsible  for  providing  a 
Home  Help  Service. 

A Local  Organiser  is  stationed  at  Park  House  Clinic,  Carlton, 
and  from  there  the  Carlton  & Arnold  Urban  Districts  are  covered. 
The  Local  Organiser  visits  Arnold  on  Thursday  and  utilises  the 
Welfare  Clinic  between  12  noon  and  2 p.m.  in  order  to  contact  her 
Home  Helps.  The  Service  provides  for  assistance  in  the  home 
in  cases  of  maternity  and  illness,  etc.,  naturally,  the  former  cases 
are  priority  ones  and  owing  to  shortage  of  hospital  beds  for  maternity 
cases,  there  is  heavy  demand  for  Home  Helps.  There  is  a scale  of 
charges  for  the  service  of  a Home  Help  depending  upon  circumstances. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Arnold,  Woodthorpe  and  Day  brook  District  Nursing 
Association  maintained  three  District  Nurses  and  this  Service  is 
administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946.  A short  report  of  their  activities  from 
1st  April,  1949,  to  31st  March,  1950,  is  given  below,  and  has  been 
supplied  by  the  Notts.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  your  Urban  District  for  the  Year  ending  31st  December,  1949. 

I have  endeavoured  to  prepare  the  Report  in  such  a way  as  to 
be  useful  and  of  interest  to  the  reader.  The  main  features  are 
dealt  with  under  the  various  headings,  but  it  is  very  difficult  to  convey 
to  you  a true  picture  of  all  the  numerous  details  incidental  to  the 
duties  undertaken.  Reports  of  this  nature  cannot  be  assessed  and 
balanced  up  at  the  year  end  in  terms  of  £ s.  d.,  the  debit  or  costs  side 
can  always  be  determined  but  the  credit  side  or  the  benefits  derived 
therefrom  are  reflected  in  the  general  well-being  of  the  community 
as  a whole. 

The  year  under  review  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  closet 
conversion  scheme,  suspended  during  the  war  years,  giving  the  whole 
District  a 100%  water  closet  system.  Greater  attention  is  now 
being  given  to  food  supplies  and  although  the  continuance  of  the. Food 
Rationing  Scheme  is  necessary  I feel  that  more  might  be  done  in  the 
way  of  the  quality  of  food,  such  as  cooking  fat,  meat,  etc. 

New  legislation  during  the  year  affecting  milk  supplies  has 
caused  a redistribution  of  duties  and  administration  between  the 
Ministries  of  Health,  Food  and  Agriculture  & Fisheries,  together 
with  County  Councils  and  County  District  Councils  ; to  my  mind  the 
procedure  has  not  been  simplified  but  made  more  complicated. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949  augments  the  provisions  of  the  principle 
Act  of  1936.  The  chief  feature  affecting  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Department  is  the  provision  of  Grants  towards  the  cost  of  improve- 
ment and  modernisation  works  whereby  the  life  of  old  property 
would  be  extended  for  a period  of  at  least  30  years,  with  a minimum

cost  of  £100  and  a maximum  of  £600  per  house,  the  grants  from  the 
Local  Authority  is  determined  in  each  case  and  may  be  up  to  50% 
of  the  cost.  The  main  object  of  these  new  provisions  is  to  preserve 
the  useful  life  of  property  and  to  prevent  extensive  slum  clearance 
work  and  consequent  building  of  new  houses  as  replacements. 
Another  important  feature  is  the  prescribed  Standard  of  Fitness 
for  Habitation,  by  which  all  future  schemes  will  be  assessed. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  spite  of  the  progress  made  by  your 
Council  in  the  erection  of  new  houses  during  the  year,  viz.  153  new 
houses  and  25  re-lets,  totalling  178  the  waiting  list  for  houses  has 
increased  from  695  at  the  end  of  1948  to  712  in  December,  1949. 
In  view  of  the  high  rents  involved  together  with  the  low  basic  wage, 
high  cost-of-living  including  the  costs  incidental  to  furnishing  these 
new  houses,  I feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  review  the  whole 
question  of  housing— not  only  to  reduce  the  costs  of  building  but 
to  evolve  a more  simple  design  of ‘house  which  in  itself  would  speed 
up  production  and  so  contribute  towards  reduced  costs  and  rents. 

A number  of  Staff  changes  have  arisen  during  the  year  which 
naturally  tends  to  disorganise  routine,  but  in  spite  of  this  I am 
satisfied  your  Health  Department  has  maintained  and  carried  out 
its  many  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Mr.  E.  D.  Collins  resigned  in  February  to  take  up  an  appointment 
in  the  Housing  Department  of  the  Southwell  R.D.C. 

Mr.  A.  Turner  was  appointed  in  March  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

Mr.  P.  Kirkham,  Sanitary  Inspector,  resigned  to  take  up  a similar 
appointment  with  the  Basford  R.D.C. 

Mr.  G.  Thomas  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector  and  took  up 
his  duties  on  the  16th  May,  1949. 

I desire  to  record  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  my  Staff, 
also  for  the  support  and  encouragement  afforded  me  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Building  and  Sanitary  and  Housing  Committees — Councillor 
T.  H.  Leivers,  Members  of  those  Committees  and  the  Council,  and 
to  thank  Dr.  North,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  brother  Officials 
for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

With  the  very  dry  summer  and  the  absence  of  thunderstorms, 
no  incidence  of  flooding  from  surcharged  sewers  was  experienced 
during  the  year. 

The  systematic  use  of  the  new  Dennis  mechanical  gully  emptier 
is  in  my  opinion  proving  of  great  value  in  the  prevention  of  minor 
incidents  of  flooding  from  surface  water  through  blocked  street 
gullies. 

The  new  main  outfall  drainage  scheme  is  receiving  the  urgent 
attention  of  your  Council  and  the  Consulting  Engineers — Messrs. 
Elliott  & Brown.  More  details  on  this  scheme  will  no  doubt  be 
available  for  next  year’s  Annual  Report. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  rivers  within  the  Urban  District  and  no  nuisances 
have  arisen  from  the  four  minor  brook  courses  culminating  in  the 
main  Daybrook  at  Thackerays  Lane. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  complete  the 
conversion  of  165  Waste  Water  Closets  in  the  District,  suspended 
on  outbreak  of  War  in  September,  1939.  Tenders  were  invited 
from  Contractors  covering  40  Groups  of  property.  Total  of  accepted 
Tenders  amounted  to  £2,806  Is.  6d.  of  which  the  Council  paid  50% 
— £1,403  Os.  9d.,  the  balance  charged  to  the  Owners  plus  2\% 
Establishment  Charge,  amounting  to  £35  Is.  6d.  Average  cost  per 
closet  was  £17  as  compared  to  £7  Is.  9d.  in  July,  1939.

Department. 

Public  Cleansing. 

A weekly  collection  of  House  Refuse  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

One  additional  vehicle  is  engaged  one  day  per  week  to  cope 
with  the  extra  work  involved  from  new  houses  erected.  The  two 
main  gangs  are  broken  down  into  3 gangs  for  two  days  per  week. 
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The  vehicles  consist  of  1 S.D.  Freighter,  9 cub.  yd.  (1938),  1 
Karrier  Bantam  (1944),  1 Leyland  Cub  (1934),  1 Albion  (Salvage 
and  Utility  Truck)  (1929). 

It  is  hoped  to  take  delivery  of  a new  10  cub.  yd.  Dennis  early 
in  1950  to  replace  the  Albion  vehicle,  the  Leyland  will  then  be  used 
mainly  on  Refuse  Disposal,  soiling  down,  etc.  The  Karrier  will 
become  the  relief  vehicle  apart  from  the  two  days  collection  with  the* 
third  gang. 

Disposal , by  controlled  tipping  has  been  continued  satisfactorily 
and  more  attention  is  now  being  given  to  sealing  down  as  the  tip 
roads  proceed. 


Salvage. 

Owing  to  the  slump  in  prices  and  the  inability  to  find  suitable 
markets,  this  work  was  discontinued  in  September,  1949.

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The  product  of  a Id.  Rate  was  £471  so  that  the  equivalent  Rate 
in  the  pound  for  this  service  was  15.44  pence  out  of  a total  rate  levied 
of  16/2  in  the  £. 

The  comparative  figure  for  31st  March,  1938  as  equivalent 
rate  in  the  £ was  5.89  pence  with  a penny  rate  producing  £ 375  and 
a total  rate  levied  of  11/6  in  the  £. 

Increased  costs  of  labour,  materials,  conditions  of  employment 
as  to  Holidays  with  Pay,  Sickness  payment  scheme  and  reduced  working 
hours  which  did  not  apply  in  1938  compels  me  to  carry  20%  surplus 
labour  force  in  order  to  maintain  the  established  strength  at  100%, 
but  this  does  not  entirely  account  for  the  increased  post  war  cost 
of  this  service  in  that  more  charges  such  as  Establishment,  Super- 
annuation and  Insurances  are  now  charged  direct  to  the  services 
concerned  and  not  charged  in  bulk  to  a separate  account  for  the 
whole  of  the  Council’s  Services  as  formerly. 

The  44  hour  basic  week  operates  at  8 months  (March-October) 
on  a 5 day  week  of  4-9  hours  and  1-8  hour  and  4 months  (November- 
February)  5J  day  week  of  5-8  hours  and  Saturday  (8-12)  4 hours.

The  treatment  of  Sewers  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture

drains,  etc.  These  are  tested  and  examined,  repaired  or  re-instated. 

Baths. 

The  supervision,  maintenance  and  buying-in  of  supplies  and 
materials  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  until  the  end 
of  the  year.  Owing  to  the  prolonged  illness  of  Mr.  P.  Gadd,  Baths 
Superintendent,  which  necessitated  his  retirement  together  with  that 
of  Mrs.  Gadd,  Matron,  Mr.  J.  J.  Baker  was  appointed  to  the  position 
of  Superintendent  and  took  over  his  duties  on  the  1st  January,  1950. 
Mr.  Baker  is  now  directly  responsible  to  the  Baths  Committee  for  the 
complete  management  and  supervision  of  the  Establishment, 
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Disposal  of  the  Dead. 

I append  herewith  certain  information  respecting  the  Cemetery 
for  which  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  Lane,  Cemetery  Superintendent.

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949. 

The  above  regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October,  1949, 
whereby  the  major  control  of  Milk  Production,  i.e.  persons  carrying 
on  the  trade  of  Dairy  Farmer  and  of  all  dairy  farms  came  within  the 
province  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries. 

A copy  of  the  records  of  14  such  premises  were  accordingly 
transferred.
